Wage and Equipment Manufacturers, Inc., on 
Levels 333 members companies for January, 1936, 
High show that the industry gained 17.2 per 


cent in number of employes and 17.9 per 
ce*t in man hours worked during that period over the 
similar period and for the identical companies in 1935. 
Payrolls were 23.1 per cent greater in January of 1936. 
The average number of hours worked per week per em- 
ploye during this period was 36.8. The average hourly 
rate increased from 60.3c per hour in January of 1935 to 
62.9c per hour in 1936. The average weekly earning per 
employe for the period was $23.18, an increase of $1.12 
per employe per week over January of 1935.

Speaking on the Ford Sunday Evening 


Ford hour this week, William J. Cameron gave 
Payrolls some interesting statistics on Ford pay- 
Increase rolls during 1935. Said Cameron: “The 


modern work year, as you know, has been 
shortened by the 5-day week. Men used to work about 
307 days a year, but now the year has only about 255 
working days, and men earn more in the shorter year 
than they did in the longer. Of all the 76,799 men em- 
ployed by the Ford Motor Co. whose records were ex- 
amined, 76 per cent received $1,200 and over during the 
year. These are shop wages at the hourly rate; no 
salaries are included. The average wage of all shop em- 
ployes for the year was $1,372.58. Taken by pay groups 
we find that 41 per cent received from $1,250 to $1,500 
during the year; 23 per cent received from $1,500 to 
$1,750; 12 per cent received from $1,750 to $2,200. The 
average pay of the group—59 per cent of the men—that 
worked the full year was $1,600.04; the lowest individual 
pay in this group was $1,329.40, and the highest, $2,455.40. 
For the year 1936, under our $6-a-day minimum, a man 
working a full year cannot earn less than $1,500. Last 
year 81 per cent of our men worked more than 40 weeks; 
59 per cent of our men worked the full 52 weeks. Reply- . 
ing to the charge that men over 40 were not employed 
at the Ford plant, Cameron said: “Shown by 1935 
records that 11 per cent of Ford employes are over 50 
years of age, 41 per cent of them over 40 years, 58 per 
cent of them over 35 years of age, and 75 per cent of 
them over 30.”
